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DETAILED ACTION 

This application was filed 5/25/2005 and is a 371 of PCt/GB03/ 04631 
(10/27/2003) which claims priority to UK 0227555.0 (11/27/2003). Qaims 1-13 are 
before the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, claim 11 is ambiguous due to the claim 
being drawn to a process for making compoimds of claim 1 and there being no process 
steps contained within the claim. Correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10 and 12-13 are free of prior art. The closest prior art is Farrar (US 
Patent #6156769 and #6048860). However, Farrar does not teach the fungicidal 
compounds having a quinoline, isoquinoline or quinozoline core.
